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District 3 annual meeting 
told of deficit for 1975 


A deficit of $94,702.44 for 
the 1975 school year sparked 
a few questions from inter- 
ested taxpayers in atten- 
dance at the Annual Rate- 
payers Meeting of the St. 
Albert Catholic School Dis- 
trict No. 3 on Wednesday, 
March 17. 

Secretary-Treasurer Ted 
Baldwin told those present 
that salaries and general 
inflation were factors which 
helped bring about this defi- 
cit. Supplies and materials 
were higher than budgeted 
for and student growth was 
not as high as had been 
anticipated. 

On the subject of student 
growth, one member of the 
audience suggested that 
additional teachers should 
not be hired for the district 
until the students arrive in 
the district. 

Overall costs have gener- 
ally increased and Mr. Bald- 
win advised that mainten- 
ance work carried out at the 
Father Jan School cost more 
than had been expected. 


CHAIRMAN’S REPORT 


Chairman Steve Sieben 
presented the Chairman’s 
Report. It opened with a 
summary of the school 
building program. Mr. Sieb- 
en thanked the groups and 
individuals who responded to 
the. competition to find a 
name for the Lacombe Park 
Community Core School. The 
school, which is expected to 
be completed in September 
1976, will be knownas the 
Bertha Kennedy School in 
honour of a teacher who had 
many years of service with 
the district. 

The chairman reported 
that the Vincent J. Maloney 
School was ready at the 
beginning of this school year 
and a program to upgrade 
some of the other schools 
was carried out during the 
summer months of 1975. The 
district office was renovated 
and the Instructional Mater- 
ials Centre was relocated. 


FINANCIAL CONCERNS 


Mr. Sieben’s report ex- 
plained the financial conc- 
erns of the board; inflation 
and the difficulty projecting 
accurately the pupil enrol- 
ment. He considered these 
factors to have contributed to 
the district’s deficit. He 
hoped that financial const- 
raints imposed on the district 
by the province will not force 
a reduction in the quality of 
educational services. 


BY-ELECTION TO BE HELD 


The decision to hold a 
by-election to replace Trus- 
tee Sylvia Walsh was ann- 
ounced. Mrs. Walsh recently 
resigned from the board to 
resume a teaching career. 
Mr. Sieben said of Mrs. 
Walsh in his report that ‘her 
contributions have had a very 
positive impact on our edu- 
cational system.”’ 

Mrs. Walsh was in att- 
endance at the meeting and 
was presented with a gift by 
Trustee Ernie Howrish on 
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Biggest haul of drugs

St. Albert RCMP and the

$100,000 street price, Staff 
Sergeant Lyle Lambert of the 
St. Albert Detachment told 
the Gazette. 

He also said it was fair to 
say that it was the biggest 
seizure of drugs St. Albert 
had ever had. 

Police are releasing no 
names and they are pro- 
tecting the residents of the 
St. Albert household who 
had been giving room and 
board to the man charged 
with trafficking. 

How the drug squad got 
onto the trail of the drugs is a 


_mystery, but it seems that 


the Edmonton based squad 
got information that the 
drugs were being mailed 
from an Asian country. 

The Drug Squad then 
came out to the St. Albert 
RCMP, leading to the arrest 
of the man, No date has been 
set for the trial in provincial 
court, according to an RCMP 
spokesman.

More ice time needed 


for user groups 


The Parks and Recreation 
Board called a meeting for 
last Wednesday night to 
provide an opportunity for all 
arena user groups to submit 
their prospective ice re- 
quirements for the 1976-77 
season. The meeting had a 
two-fold purpose according 
to chairman Lorne Wood: to 
clear the air about infor- 


mation or misinformation: 


about tier two ‘A’ hockey in 
St. Albert, and to carry out 
council's request to deter- 
mine the ice needs of present 
organizations before they 
made a final decision on the 
acceptance or rejection of a 
tier two team. 

Representatives from the 
following user groups were 
present to indicate their 
future needs: Power Skating, 
Comets, Kinsmen Minor 
Hockey, Commercial Lea- 
gue, and Figure Skating. A 
letter from the Junior Bruin 
representative had been sent 
to outline the ice require- 
ments of that group. A tier 
two ‘A’ representative was 
also on hand to present his 
case. 

Each of the user groups 
outlined what benefits their 
organization offered the To- 
wn of St. Albert and what 
their plans for 1976-77 were. 
The Men’s Commercial Lea- 
gue and the Comets were the 
only groups who did not 
request more ice time for 
games er practices. The 
power skaters, figure ska- 
ters, Junior Bruins and 
Kinsmen Minor Hockey all 
needed more time. 

With ‘2 to one hour more 


per week, power skating 
would be able to accommo- 
date a learn to skate 
program. The organization 
presently accepts 175 stu- 
dents in each of two semes- 
ters, fall to Christmas and 
January to mid-March, each 
lasting 10 weeks. 

The Kinsmen Minor Ho- 
ckey requested 500 addi- 
tional hours. This would 
enable them to start another 
three teams in each of the 
following groups, peewee, 
bantam and midgets, which 
is required when the popula- 
tion reaches 25,000. This 
group rents about 140 hours 
of ice time from Morinville 
already and the extra teams 
would mean the renting of 50 


additional hours in Morin- 
ville. The players are charg- 
ed 50¢ or $1.00 for this ice 
time. The organization sche- 
dules about 25 to 30% of 
their activity outdoors but 
this is entirely dependant on 
the weather. 

A girls hockey team will be 
tried again next season and 
will be formed if response is 
adequate. 

The Standard Generals 
Junior team, which is part of 
Kinsmen Minor Hockey, has 
had only two hours of 
practice all year. This team is 
made up of 15 St. Albert 
players, two from Edmonton 
and two from the U of A.

Trustee Freeman had sev- 
eral points to bring before 
the board under new bus- 
iness. He said that there had 
been a lot of discussion on 
the basics of education - the 
three Rs - and he moved that 
one hour be set aside at 
the next three successive 
board meetings to hear 
representations from con- 
cerned parents, students and 
teachers and that these 
meetings should be adver- 
tised. The motion was car- 
ried. 

He also requested that the 
schools and the central office 
administration consider and 
recommend to the board a 


suggested role for the district 
in further education. The 
board approved Mr. Free- 
man’s request. 

He also asked that science 
and math teachers attend a 
meeting to explain their 
programs to trustees. Social 
Studies teachers recently 
explained their programs to 
the board. 

Mr. Freeman requested 
the district administration to 
present to the trustees the 
present methods of teacher 
evaluation and alternatives 
at some future board meet- 
ing. 

The board agreed that a

Mr. Sieben referred to the 
agreement signed by the 
Town of St. Albert and the 
two school districts and 
hoped that Joint Use would 
be put to greater use. He 
added a warning note that 
this would increase costs to 
the district. 

Meetings had taken place 
with the town and the St. 
Albert Protestant Separate 
School District No. 6 on Joint 
Use and on other matters 
which included school sites 
and service costs and re- 
creational facilities. 


DISTRICT POLICY 


The policy handbook, de- 
veloped some years ago, had 
been updated throughout the 
1975 Year by the Policy 
Advisory Committee which 
consists of trustees, admini- 
strators and teachers. Mr. 
Sieben said this committee 
had met regularly during the 
year. Examples of matters 
dealt with were policies on 
vandalism, educational lea- 
ve, personnel, student re- 
cords and cold weather. 

Mr. Sieben concluded his 
report by offering his thanks 
to all district personnel. 


SUPERINTENDENT’S 
REPORT 


Superintendent Dr. W. 
Zielinski reported that, **The 
St. Albert District No. 3 
reached a plateau in student 
population growth in 1975"’ 
and he quoted statistics 
showing school utilization 
and pupil/teacher ratios in 
the five Roman Catholic 
schools. 

The district enrolment is 
2435 pupils and there is a 
teacher population of 133. 
These teachers are supple- 
mented by some additional 
teaching and supervisory 
staff for Early Childhood 
Services. 

School utilization varies 
from 80 percent at Father 
Jan to 96 percent at St. 
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Albert High. Total pupil- 
teacher ratios range from 
16.4 to 1 at Father Jan to 20.4 
to 1 at St. Albert High. 


SPECIAL SERVICES 
REPORT 


Dr. Zielinski described at 
length the additional services 
provided by the system. 
These included special ser- 
vices within the district and 
outside it for those ex- 
periencing learning prob- 
lems. 

He expressed appreciation 


to the parents helping with . 


the Parish Kindergarten. 
GENERAL 


Emphasis remains in pro- 
viding a religious education 
for students in the system 
and business education has 
undergone extensive evalua- 
tion. Over the past year, 
trustees have been acquain- 
ting themselves with some of 
the instructional programs in 
the district. 

The superintendent men- 
tioned the Instructional Mat- 
erials Centre library book 
processing services and the 
noon lunch program at the V. 
J. Maloney School. 

He welcomed ratepayers 
to visit district schools to 
obtain a better understand- 
ing and invited public input. 
The report concluded with 
his appreciation of district 
staff and trustees. 


PUBLIC REACTION 


Former trustee, Dave Fra- 
ser asked the chairman about 
ithe implications of the pro- 
vincial government’s res- 
traints on spending. Mr. 
Sieben replied that the board 
realized that the government 
restraints held some impli- 
cations for the district but 
hopefully the district would 
come through without any 
reduction in services. He 
thought that the district 
might have to increase the 
pupil/teacher ratio. 

Mr. Vince Maloney (for- 
mer District 3 superinten- 
dent after whom the V.J. 
Maloney School is named) 
wanted to know if the open- 
ing of the new Lacombe Park 
School could be delayed. He 
thought that with the new 
high school in Namao being 
opened up, St. Albert would 
lose some of its Sturgeon 
students and, correspond- 
ingly, some of its revenue. 
Superintendent Zielinski 
responded saying that many 
of the Sturgeon students may 
wish to remain in St. Albert 
and that with the natural 
growth the high school would 
be over capacity next year. 

Mr. Bernie Poulin asked 
trustees if the district had a 
written policy on class sizes. 
Chairman Sieben replied that 
there was no written policy. 
Mr. Poulin also asked the 
board’s policy on vandalism 
and he wanted to know 
whether vandals were char- 
ged when they were caught 
and if the school board 
pressed the charges. Super- 
intendent Zielinski replied 
that normally charges are 
laid but each case is judged 
on its own merits. 


Ice time 
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privately owned hockey club 
which operates in the Capital 
City League. They are 
requesting one extra practice 
each week (two per week 
instead of one). Otherwise 
their ice time will remain 


about the same as the past 
year. 

The St. Albert Figure 
Skating Club presently has 
16% hours per week, six of, 
these hours are between 6. 
a.m. and 8 a.m. In order to * 
compete with the clubs in 
Edmonton and the surround- 
ing area they need more ice 
time, about 20 hours more 
per week. This is necessary 
in order that interested 
children are not turned away. 
About 100 children enrol in 
the National Skating Pro- 
gram which teaches them the 
basics of skating. There are 
about 45 enrolled in the 
Canadian Figure Skating 
Program which includes fig- 
ures, free style and dances. 
Only this number can be 
accommodated by the pres- 
ent ice schedule. 

The tier two ‘A’ team also 
outlined its needs and bene- 
fits to the town. Repre- 
sentative Bob Taschereau 
explained that the team 
would offer St. Albert play- 
ers the chance to play high 
calibre hockey, which could 
serve as a training ground for 
boys interested in getting a 
scholarship to play college 
hockey. The league would 
have only eight teams and is 
have only eight teams and if 
St. Albert turned down this 
opportunity to acquire a 
position in the league it 
would have to wait until one 
of the other teams dropped 
out to gain a spot. 

To accommodate the tier 
two ‘A’ team one of the 
existing junior teams would 
have to move to Morinville. 
When asked which team 
would be the one to move, it 
was indicated that it should 
be the Junior Bruins. 

In the first year possibly 
seven or eight boys from St. 
Albert would play on the 
team and hopefully the maj- 
ority would be from St. 
Albert in three years. They 
would be willing to accept a 
coach and manager from St. 
Albert eventually. 

The tier two team would 
require ice time for 30 home 
games excluding playoffs. 

The Parks and Rec. Board 
debated ‘‘in camera’’ the 
recommendation that they 
would make to council. It will 
then be up to the councillors 
to decide the future of tier 
two ‘A’ hockey in St. Albert. 

To this reporter that facts 
are clear: the usage of the 
arena was maximized this 
year, the present user groups 
have increased ice-time nee- 
ds for the 1976-77 season, 
the building of a new arena 
before the next season starts 
in October, 1976 is doubtful. 
How can the town of St. 
Albert accept another team 
and cut back ice-time for the 
organizations presently op- 
erating? 


Freeman

Walsh. A tentative date of 
May 27 was set for the 
election.

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What Caught Our Eye

Company Archivist, Geqrge McLean, has gathered together 
a collection of documents, photographs, records and 
histories of companies in the rope and twine trade, including 
two samples of ancient Egyptian rope, made of bulrushes 
and camel hair respectively. The bulrush rope was found in 
one of the Tura caves in 1942 by British soldiers excavating 
for accommodation for stores. Its diameter is about 22 
inches and it is 3,000 years old. The camel hair rope was 
found in the early part of this century by one of the Sir 
Robert Mond Expeditions, and is between 2500 and 3000 
years old.

Two ex-Scotland Yard Chiefs and ten former and serving 
detectives will face corruption charges tomorrow. 

They were arrested following a series of police swoops on 
their homes just after dawn yesterday. 

The charges concern corruption connected with the 
peddling of pornography. 

They follow a three-year investigation into allegations 
that top detectives had been receiving pay-offs from vice 
and porn rackets. 

Two former Yard commanders were~among the top 
crime-busters held in yesterday's raids. 

One of them, Kenneth Drury, was head of the ‘‘Sweeney”’ 
- the Flying Squad - until he retired in 1972. 

The other, Wallace Virgo, was the Yard's longest-serving 
C.1.D. officer when he left in 1973. 

They will stand in the dock with former Detective Chief 
Superintendent Albert ‘‘Bill’’ Moody - one time head of the 
Obscene Publications Squad. 

The allegations which began the police investigation were 
made by three porn dealers - including James Humphreys, 
the ‘Emperor of Porn,’’ now serving a jail sentence. 

A squad of 15 officers was set up to handle a series of 
complaints. 

Yesterday's operation to arrest the officers was schemed 
on Friday. 

li was arranged that they would all be arrested at their 
homes at 8 a.m. 

The daughter of ex-Commander Drury protested after her 
faiher was taken away from his home in Bexley Lane, 
Sidcup. Kent, by two detectives.

Ex-Commander Virgo was arrested only after detectives 
knocked at the wrong house.

Virgo is a former head of the Yard's Central Office which 
controls the serious crime squads.

He was suspended from duty in July, 1974, and retired a 
month later ‘*because of ill health.”’ 

Ex-Inspector Leslie Alton carried a woman’s yellow 
umbrella as he left his home in Harefield Avenue, Cheam, 
Surrey. 

The umbrella jammed in the door of a police car. 

Nine men are accused of conspiring to corruptly receive 
money and other considerations from persons trading in 
pornography. 

Three others are accused, between 1970 and 1972, of 
conspiring to corruptly receive money and other 
considerations from Humphreys. 

Scotland Yard said that all the men were on bail and 
would appear at Bow Street court.

New wave of leaders

There is every indication 
that Opposition Leader 
Joe Clark will be a fresh 
political voice in Ottawa. 
His background and up- 
bringing - son of a 
community newspaper 
publisher ~ are reflected 
in statements on many 
issues of concern to the 
small business community. 


The Canadian Federa- 
tion of Independent 
Business, though strictly 
non-partisan, finds much 
common ground in those 
statements. Recognizing 
that Clark might one day 
lead a new government, 
it is appropriate to quote 
some of his views for the 
record. 


“The reports of the 
death of smaller commu- 
nities in Canada are also 
premature - but it is up 
to those of us who live 
in them, and know their 
value, to change the 
practices of governments 
and industry and demons- 
trate our commitment in 
Canada to local commu- 
nities that work.”’ 


“The free enterprise 
system has become less 
free, in part because of 
the intervention of govern- 
ment in the marketplace 
and, in part, because 
government has either 
created or sanctioned 
large power groups which 
have attempted to make 
themselves impervious to 
market forces.”’

‘‘What makes our 
economy strong is the 
energy and _ intelligence 
of those citizens who take 
risks, whether they invest 
their money to start new 
ventures or invest their 
energies to make these 
ventures work. Govern- 


ment must maintain the 
climate which allows the 
more creative partners 
in society to function 
effectively.” 


“Government must set 
a dramatic example of 
restraint by sharply reduc- 
ing the rate of growth of 
the money supply and the 
growth of government 
spending.” There should 
be a “‘a formal, continuous 
mechanism, like the 
auditor-general, to review 
the effectiveness of all 
government programs.” 


“Big government is ... 
more dangerous than big 
business or big labour, 
because government has 
the power to write the 
rules.”’ 


“Our economic policy 
should actively encourage 
smaller enterprises -- and 
local ventures such as 
community-based credit 
unions -- as the first means 
to balance the new power 
of international unions and 
multi-national corpora- 
tions.”’ 


For the past 20 years 
Canadian policies. have 
led to concentrations of 
power in big cities and 
in big institutions of all 
kinds. Clark is only one 
of a new wave of political 
leaders who support 
diffusion of power and 
decentralization of 
decision-making. 

Similar views have 
been expressed by Dr. 
Stuart Smith, Ontario’s 
new Liberal Party leader, 
and by Social Credit’s 
William Bennett, the 
new Premier of B.C. This 
change in_ political 
emphasis is a welcome 
development for the 
independent business com- 
munity.

The fact that St. Albert needs to get a second arena under 
construction almost immediately is not open to question. 
Present user groups are all in need of more ice time as they 
told the Recreation Board last week. All could have made 
excellent use of more ice time this winter, and most 
certainly there will be many more people to serve next 


winter. 


So why the delay? When Recreation Board members 
appeared before council with a citizen input proposal, three 
and a half hours of arguing and nitpicking produced no 
results. Councillor Breadner wanted questions on costs in 
the Rec, Board’s opinionaire. Surely residents could be 
encouraged to state their wishes and priorities first and then 
council and the Board could determine how much could be 
done with funds and community resources available. 


But in the case of an arena what is the problem? There are 
arenas going up or recently built in towns and cities all 
around us. The people have already, through a money 
plebiscite made it plain they do not want a palace. Many of 
those involved in arena sports are saying they would be 
satisfied with a second one like we have now. 


In view of land costs the school boards should be consulted 
now for an appropriate site. And tenders for a modest arena 
building should be advertised as quickly as possible. 
Council has stated it has the required master plan - the 
Shelley Report, and a second arena is not in conflict with 


that report. 


If action is not taken almost immediately we will face an 
intolerable situation next winter. Let’s get at it.

- animals rotated in drums to 


keep them awake (a sleep- 
lessness study) - some lasted 
30 days without sleep before 
they died.

of its kind in Canada. 
England and the United 
States are leaders in this 
field. Though in Canada the 
Federal Government has 


units of the National Health 
and Welfare Dept., the Food 
and Drug Directorate which 
tests pesticides, drugs and 
additives etc., using tissue 
cultures instead of live 
animals.

F.R.C.P. ‘Medical 
research must continue, pro- 
gress in health care has been 
based entirely upon re- 
search.

fans and only want their kids 
to have a good time and be 
treated fairly by the referees, 
coaches and organizers. Ma- 
ny who are angry have a very 
good reason to be. Without 
the help and support of most 
parents we would not have 
minor hockey in Canada. I 
think that the majority 
should be praised and not 
condemned for their efforts 
towards the minor hockey 
programs. Let me tell you 
why I, as a parent, some- 
times get upset when I am 
watching a hockey game. 

Mr. Referee, if you are 
taking some abuse from me it 
is not because you gave 
someone a penalty it is be- 
cause you did not give one. 
And the reason I thought you 
should have given someone a 
penalty is not because | 
wanted a man advantage, it 
is because I didn’t want to 
see one of those little guys 
get injured. Perhaps if you 
had given that boy a penalty 
for elbowing or highsticking 
the last time he did it he 
wouldn’t have done it again 
and that player that got hurt 
would be okay now. Sure 
someone would have yelled 
at you from the stands but 
isn’t it better for you to get 
called a few names than for 
some little kid to get hurt.

If you 
are having trouble with the 
parents of some of your 
players it is because you are 
not being fair to them? Are 
you calling the poor skater on 
your team about all the 
games and practices and are 
you encouraging and prais- 
ing him when he learns 
something new just as you 
praise your top goalscorer 
when he gets another goal? If 
a team that one of my sons 
play on loses to your team 
then I get angry, not so much 
because we lost, but because 
you didn’t play fair. The kids 
on our team know they gave 
their best and got beat, not 
by a better team, but by an 
unfair coach and the kids on 
your team who spent a large 
part of the game on the 
bench are not getting a 
chance to develop into better 
hockey players. Ask the coa- 
ches who play by the rules if 
they have any problems with 
the parents of the kids on 
either their own team or the 
opposition team. 

If you are involved in some 
part of minor hockey and 
some parent is causing you 
trouble make sure that there 
is no justification for his 
protest before you label him 
a problem parent. If you are 
a parent be sure that you are 
seeing things fairly and not 
just being prejudiced tow- 
ards your own child or your 
child’s team before you start 
protesting to the referee or 
the coach and if you feel that 
you are justified there are 
reasonable means of making 
your opinions known. Don’t 
be the mother or father who 
is responsible for giving all of 
us parents a bad name in 
minor hockey.

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Cadets prepare for provincial selection 


St. Albert Cadets who 
have been nominated for Air 
Cadet summer scholarships 
are preparing for Provincial 
Selection Boards which will 
be held at CF Base Penhold 
on March 27-28. 

Among scholarships being 
offered are power flying, 
glider training, senior lea- 
ders, athletic leadership, 
survival training and techni- 
cal training. These courses 
range from two to six weeks, 
are financed by the Air Cadet 
League of Canada, and are 
held at various Canadian 
Forces Bases all across 
Canada. 

The Cadets who have been 
nominated are: Power Flying 
- Sgt. Fazal Bhimji, Cpl. 
Sandy Dynes, W/0 11 Guy 
Tomash; Gliding - L.A.C.

He said that China uses 80 
per cent of its population to 
produce sufficient food to 
feed itself; Russia uses 55 
per cent; Canada uses nine 
per cent and exports food as 
well.

URBAN DEVELOPMENT 


Former liberal leader Bob 
Russell made the point that 
prime agricultural land is 
being used for urban de- 
velopment.

Canoe instructor 
course offered 


in Banff 


The Canadian Recreational 
Canoeing Association is con- 
ducting in June and August, 
six canoeing instructor sch- 
ools across Canada.

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Nurses meet Canada’s 


“number one killer” 


The Nurses’ Interest Gr- 
oup met at the St. Albert Inn 
on Tuesday, March 16 to 
hear Dr. Read speak on the 
number one killer in Canada 
- ‘‘Heart Disease.”’ 

Mr. Chugg of the St. 
Albert High School and the 
Gr. 10 students, Intensive 

~Care unit at the Sturgeon 
General Hospital, Smith’s 
Ambulance, with Dr. Read as 
narrator, produced an ex- 
cellent film on ‘‘Heart Att- 
ack’’ from the onset of the 
attack to emergency care and 
admission of the patient to 
the hospital. 

Heart disease is striking 
younger people although we 
tend to think of it as ‘‘an old 
man’s disease.”’ 

Prevention was stressed 
by Dr. Read but we can only 
prevent by education, there- 
fore, we should all be aware 
of the causes and contri- 
buting factors to heart dis- 
ease. The main ones include 
our fast pace of living with its 
stresses, cigarette smoking, 
diet high in cholesterol, 
sedentary habits, overweight 
family history of heart dis- 
ease, high blood pressure. 
These can all increase the 
risk of heart attack. 


Even if you have no 
symptoms, get regular me- 
dical check-ups to discover 
any abnormalities early. 

What is ‘Cardiac, Ar- 
rest?” 

The heart has stopped 
beating and if the patient is 
not resuscitated in three - six 
minutes, permanent brain 
damage may occur. 

The Signs and Symptoms: 

Chest pain is the usual 
hallmark of heart attack - 
usually always in the middle 
of the chest - it is often a 
squeezing or crushing pain 
and often mistaken for in- 
digestion; restlessness, ap- 
prehension, shortness of 
breath, may have nausea and 
vomiting, shock, cyanosis. 

Emergency Treatment: 

Get aid immediately; start 
artificial (mouth-to-mouth) 
respiration and cardiac mas- 
sage with a ratio of 5:1. 

If you have any symptoms 
which you think might be 
“heart attack,’’ go and see 
your physician immediately - 
diagnosis by telephone is 
impossible. 

The Heart Fund in St. 
Albert reports great success 
financially - how are we 
doing ‘‘health wise?’’.

How do we know if a food 
is nutritious? What does it 
mean when we say someone 
is malnourished? Can a 
person be overnourished? 
These are among a torrent of 
questions being asked with 
increasing frequency by a 
growing number of weight- 
conscious Canadians, espe- 
cially in light of the wide- 
spread concern over the 
impact of weight problems to 
overall health. 

The diet promoted by 
Weight Watchers Interna- 
tional closely follows the 
‘Guide to Good Eating’ 
which has been published 
and discussed in previous 
weeks.

‘Far too large a_per- 
centage of the food dollar is 
misspent for foods that can 
lead to malnutrition, such as 


obesity, which in turn can be” 


a factor in heart disease or 
other illness.”’ 

This is the view of Helen 
D. Ullrich, executive director 
of the Society of Nutrition 
Education in Berkeley, Calif- 
ornia, who says further that 
malnutrition, whether it is 
over-nourishment or under- 
nourishment, requires corr- 
eclion through behavioral 


change. 
"It can be done but it is 
not casy. But it is vital to 


well-being. The need for 
good nutrition never stops. It 
begins before birth and 
continues throughout life. 

Frances Moore Lappe, 
author of ‘‘Diet for a Small 
Planet,”’ an internationally- 
acclaimed book which warns 
hat we are fast approaching 
he limit of earth's capacity 

o feed the world, believes 
this fact of life will force 
people to change their eating 
habits in the not-too-distant 
fu‘ure. The change will be 
beneficial to the health of all 
citizens. 

The opinions of these and 
viher experts lend strong 
credence to the most sig- 
nificant point made in 
“Nutrition, Weight Control 
and You!" - that overweight 
is actually a form of mal- 
nuirition, caused by eating

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too much of the wrong foods 
instead of correct amounts of 
the right ones. 

Good nutrition, the publi- 
cation stresses, ‘‘is provided 
by a variety of foods. In order 
\o.be well-nourished while 
losing or maintaining weight, 
it is important to select and 


consume the right combina-* 


tions and amounts of food.’’ 

With regard to the ques- 
tion ‘‘How can you eat so 
much food on the Weight 
Watchers Program and still 
lose weight?"’ Buddy Victor 
said that while the volume of 
food seems large, the Food 
Program in toto is low in fat 
and moderate in carbohy- 
drate and the total intake of 
food energy is restricted. 

People who think that 
there are short cuts to losing 
weight like to think that the 
elimination of breakfast will 
help them shed pounds. 

“This couldn't be further 
from the truth,’’ said Mr. 
Victor, adding that food 
intake should be distributed 
through the entire day, so 
that you take in food energy 
while expending physical 
energy. 

‘When you get up inthe 
morning you have not eaten 
for six to eight hours. 
Roughly one-fourth of your 
iotal daily intake of food 
energy should be at break- 
fast. Most of this energy will 
be used as vou go through 
the morning.” 

‘Eating breakfast is an 
important part of a system of 
controlling the amount of 
food intake. Food should be 
digested during your active 
hours and converted, in large 
part, into physical energy - 
rather than stored as fat."

The exhibit of 40 Chinese 
Woodcut Prints utilizes a 
graphic art form more than a 
thousand years old in Ch- 
inese history. However, the- 
se are modern examples of 
woodcut prints, created since 
the style was adapted to play 
a part in the revolutionary 
struggle. 

The organizers of the 
exhibition in the People’s 
Republic of China produced a 
catalogue which has been 
augmented for the Edmonton 
display. It says in part: ‘‘The 
forty woodcuts on display, all 
vivid in their depiction of the 
new life of the Chinese 
people, are manifestations of 
the harvest reaped in the 
field. Among these selected 
works, quite a few were 


made by non-professional 
worker-peasant-soldier arti- 
sts.

head at Namao

A sudden hue and cry began at the annual meeting of 
Sturgeon School Division electors in the Namao School last 
Monday night. 

It came as quite a surprise for a meeting which was 
distinguished for the free and easy discussion on the 
achievements of the division over the past year and the 
rapport between the electors and their board of school 
trustees. 

Suddenly a lady in the audience, during question time, 
changed the atmosphere like a mad March wind when she 
told the Sturgeon School Division #24 that it was denying 
students the chance to learn French, possibly at the expense 
of potential careers with the Federal Government. 

And it was that point which cut like a knife. The real point 
which the lady was making was that it was a good thing to 
learn two languages, the knowledge of French giving one a 
finer insight on one’s own tongue. 

No one would deny this from.a purely educational point of 
view. 

The Federal Government contributed the princely sum of 
$358.60 to help a French program in the Sturgeon Heights 
School, the only one in the division which offered second 
language training during the past year. 

Superintendent Frank Robinson told the good lady that 
Sturgeon had given French a fair crack of the whip in the 
past but that ‘for the amount of instruction and the amount 
of time -- it wasn’t paying dividends.”’ 

So the amount of French being retained by students was 
minimal, and when the program was withdrawn, there was 
no ‘‘hue and cry’’ for its reinstatement. This year there were 
not enough students in the Sturgeon Junior High who 
wanted to take French, either. Mr. Robinson pointed to the 
difficulty of teaching French in a ‘‘Cultaral Vacuum.”’ 

Officials of the Sturgeon School Division told the lady that 
there just wasn’t any support for ‘‘bilingualism in our 
schools,”’ that it couldn’t be shoved down anyone’s throat, 
but if enough people wanted the program that would be fine 
and dandy, but would cost money. 

The sudden outburst about the Canadian bilingual 
problem leads one to look at the issue more deeply. 

There is something sinister about a Federal Government 
which insists on two official languages when according to 
the last census in 1971, 67.1 per cent of Canadians gave 
English as their first language, and 18 per cent gave French 
as first language. This must inevitably lead to capable 
unilingual people being passed over for jobs with the 
Federal Government which they would be able to perform 
capably, were it not for the artificial stumbling block the 
government has put in their way. This must also lead to a 
form of elitism in the top echelons of the Federal 
Government service. 

It is not difficult to find parallels in the history of other 
countries which have had a ‘‘French-English problem’’ 
notably Britain itself. 

The comparison may be a bit facile, but in spite of the fact 
that the French [Normans as they were then called] invaded 
England in 1066, 900 years later there is no French on 
English cornflake packets for breakfast each morning. The 
French culture then was given an elitist place in the life of a 
nation with a ‘French-English problem,’’ French becoming 
the language of the courts and diplomacy. But it was not 
long before the great names of the new breed of English 
writers like Spenser, Langland, Shakespeare and Chaucer 
gradually shifted the balance and made English a language 
to be respected in its own right. 

It could also be said that the Federal Government has 
given French an elitist place in Canada and this may be 
causing many people hardship as they find they cannot 
advance their careers with the Federal Government because 
they do not speak French. 

It may then take another 900 years before Canada’s 
French - English language problem is solved to the 
satisfaction of both parties, not forgetting that statistics 
show there is little reason in 1976 for Canada’s official

par ny ety sd and cry’’ at the Namao school shows that 
the French-English language problem as imposed on 
Canadian society by the Federal Government is more a 
cause for dividing the country than unifying it. But no one 
can deny that people should have the right to LEARN a 
second language, political implications aside.

ENDS 75 WITH SURPLUS 


In spite of inflation, the 
books of the division balan- 
ced nicely at the end of last 
year with a surplus of 
$25,760.90 out of actual total 
expenditures of $3,725,299.- 
13. Naturally, salaries took 
the major portion of the 
budget. (61 per cent). 

Other points worth noting 
in the chairman's annual

across grades 1 - 9, an 
increase of 115 over the year 
1974-75, 

Six hundred and eighty- 
eight students were enrolled 
in classes outside the divi- 
sion in grades 10-12, senior 
high and elementary special.

ils with learning disabilities. 
The junior high school 
improvement program oper- 
ating at Namao High School 
which serves older students 
with learning disabilities is 
now in its second year of 
operation, and doing well. 
Two hundred and twenty 
elementary and junior high 
school students in need of 
special assistance are being 
helped by the division’s 
special education programs. 
Kindergarten services, 
now in their second year of 
operation have been widely 
accepted by parents, the 
report goes on to say. 
Enrolment at the beginning 
of fall term last year showed 
an increase of 14 per cent of 
students registering in the 
program.

Home germination test 


Here is an idea for a home 
grain germination test sugg- 
ested by Alberta Agricul- 
ture’s pure seed technician, 
Lydia Erickson. 

Soak a clean dishcloth or 
piece of white paper tow- 
elling in water. Squeeze out 
the excess moisture and lay 
100 kernels of the grain you 
want to test evenly near the 
middle of the cloth or paper. 
When counting out the 
kernels take them from a 
good representative sample 
and do not pick out just the 
good looking kernels 
include broken ones that are

half or greater than half the 
size of the normal kernels. 
Next, roll the cloth or paper 
into a fairly firm roll and tie it 
loosely with string. 

Place the roll in a clean 
quart sealer and put the 
glass top on the sealer (do 
not use a rubber ring). Then 
put the jar on a shelf in a 
kitchen cupboard (do not put 
it in a window). Check the jar 
every few days to make sure 
the cloth or paper is still 
damp. 

Each type of grain has a 
different germination time. 
The germination period for 
wheat, oats and barley is 12 
days, for rapeseed it is 10 
days and for flax it is seven 
days. At the end of the 
appropriate time, count only 


those kernels that have 
developed a good root and 
sprout. Number 1 seed 
should germinate 85 per cent 
or better. 

Although this home test 
will give a fairly good 
indication of germination, it 
cannot be used by anyone 
who wants to sell his grain 
for seed. In that case he must 
obtain a germination and 
grade certificate from the 
Plant Products Division, 873 
Federal Public Building, 
9820 - 107 Street, Edmonton, 
TSK 1E7. 

For the germination test, 
you must submit a 4-ounce 
sample plus $2.50. A 2- 
pound sample’ plus $5 is 
required for the grade 
certificate.

Scientist challenges evolution theory 


Dr. Duane T. Gish, asso- 
ciate director of the Institute 
for Creation Research, San 
Diego, California, maintains 
that scientific evidence sho- 
ws that evolution, far from 
being an established fact, is 
a very poor theory of how our 
universe and living things 
arose. 

He believes that the con- 
cept of special creation, 
derived from the Genesis 
account, offers a far superior 
model for correlating and 
explaining the evidence re- 
lated to origins. 

Dr. Gish was speaking 
recently in Edmonton and is 
a biochemist, with degrees 
from UCLA and the Uni- 
versity of California, Berk- 
eley. He has spent 20 years 
in scientific research at 
Cornell University Medical 
College, the Virus Labora- 
tory of UC, Berkeley, and the 
Upjohn Company, including 
work with Vincent du Vig- 
neaud and Wendell Stanley, 
both Nobel prize winners, 
before joining the Institute 
for Creation Research. 

He believes that the dog- 
matic indoctrination of stu- 
dents in evolution theory 
while excluding creation as 
an alternative, results in poor 
science, a weakening of the 
educational process, denial 
of academic freedom, and 
the violation of the separa- 
tion of church and state by 
promoting humanistic reli- 
gion. 

Gish maintains that, if 
anything, evolution is less 
scientific than creation be- 
cause it contradicts some of 
our best established natural 
laws. 

If the particles-to-people 
theory is true, matter must 
have the inherent ability to 
self-organize itself into ever 
higher and higher levels of 
complexity. 

Scientists should have 
been able to recognize this 
tendency and to have con- 
structed natural laws that 
describe it. 

Gish points out that no 
such natural law is known to 
scientists, however, but that 
the second law of Thermo- 
dynamics, one of the basic 
laws of science, describes 
just the opposite tendency. 

All natural, spontaneously 
occurring processes result in 
loss of order. The universal 
tendency is to go from the 
complex to the simple, from 
order to disorder. Evolution 
would require just the oppo- 
site. To Gish, it seems 
evident, therefore that the 
Creator, supernatural, or ex- 
ternal to the natural uni- 
verse, must have been 
responsible for creating the 

high degree of order and 
complexity found within it. 

Evolution is impossible in 
the face of the laws of pro- 
bability, Gish says. The 
amino acids of a protein or 
the nucleotides of DNA must 


be arranged in a precise 
sequence, just like the letters 
contained in this sentence, 
but the laws of chemistry and 
physics could no more create 
this precise order than 
monkeys could type out this 
sentence. And it couldn’t 
happen by chance. 

Proteins usually consist of 
several hundred amino acids, 
but just 100 amino acids can 
be arranged in 10 x 130 
different ways. The enormity 
of that number can be 
grasped by realizing that if 
the known universe were 
packed solid with electrons, 
it could hold no more than 10 
x 130 electrons. The pro- 
bability of obtaining even a 
single protein molecule by 
chance is therefore essen- 
tially nil, but the crigin of life 
would have required the 
production of large quan- 
tities of hundreds of different 
kinds of protein and DNA 
molecules. 

li is generally claimed by 
evolutionists that the fossil 
record supports evolution, 
but the fossil record actually 
contradicts expectations ba- 
sed on evolution theory and 
supports. predictions based 
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on creation Gish maintains. 
Fossils of many complex 
animals...appear abruptly in 
the fossil record and no 
evolutionary ancestors for 
them can be found anywhere 
on the face of the earth. The 
abrupt appearance of all 
basically different kinds of 
plants and animals without 
transitional forms supports 
directly the predictions ba- 
sed on creation, but contra- 
dicts evolution. 

“*But where did the Crea- 
tor come from?’’ Gish is 
often asked. There is only 
one possible answer, Gish 
replies, He must have exis- 
ted forever. There is nothing 
really incredible about that 
Gish maintains, for if only 
matter exists, then it must 
have existed forever also. 

Gish believes that the 
concept of an intelligent 
creator plus purpose, plus 
self-derived energy produc- 
ing our marvellously complex 
universe is far superior, 
philosophically and scientifi- 
cally, to the concept that 
nobody plus raw energy plus 
chance plus time produced 
the universe.

Farming on acid soil 


The best thing you can do 
if you suspect that your soil is 
acidic is to have it tested this 
spring. 

A soil is acid when the pH 
value is below 7.0 (it is 
alkaline when it is above 

~7.0). However, in practice, 
soils with a pH_ value 


between 6.5 and 7.5 are 
considered neutral. 

A low pH value affects the 
growth of alfalfa by reducing 
nodulation which, in turn, 
reduces the yield. Also a soil 
with a pH below 5.6 may 
contain soluble aluminum in 
sufficient quantities to be 


toxic to crops. 

One way of coping with an 
acid soil is to grow acid 
tolerant crops. Cereal and 
oilseed crops vary greatly in 
their tolerance to soil acidity. 
Oats, for example, are very 
tolerant, while wheat and 
rapeseed are moderately

Barley is the least 
tolerant. Red clover and 
grasses are more tolerant to 
soil acidity than alfalfa and 
sweet clover. 

Another way of managing 
an acid soil is to neutralize it 
with an application of lime. 
Lime costs about $20 per ton. 
Although the initial cost is 
relatively high, it should be 
remembered that the benefit 
from a single application will 
probably last at least 10 
years. 

The amount of lime need- 
ed varies with the soil pH, 
the organiz matter content 
and the clay content. Be- 
tween one and two tons per 
acre is a common application 
rate. However, the field 
should be carefully sampled 
lo establish the correct rate 
and to ensure that the lime is 
applied to areas that need it 
most, 

Lime can be applied any 
lime the ground is hard 
enough to support a tractor 
or truck and should be 
worked in to a depth of at 
least four or five inches.
